In Hong Kong Bank 

Forty King's Own Scottish Bord- 
erera are billeted in the Hong Kong 
bank at Shameen. 

Foreigners continued to concen- 
trate at Tientsin from widespread 
sections of north China in view of 
the constant press northward by the 
Nationalists.
